Indian mine 
NEW DELHI. — A top Indian mines 
official yesterday ruled out any 
chance of survival by even a few 
of the 372 miners trapped by mil- 
lions of gallons of water in a flood. 
ed coal mine shaft in Northeast 
India. 

Srinivasa Chari, secretary for coal 
in the Emergy Ministry, said the 
high-capacity pumps and technic- 
feng being rushed from the U.S. will 
be used only to remove the water 
and enable rescue workers to re. 
move the bodies, 

“There's no point in talking about 
survivors," Chari told a news con. 
ference after his return from the 
disaster .site at Chasnala, in India's 
coal country 260 kms. northwest of 
Calcutta. 

Since the explosion ripped through 
the mine on Saturday and set off 
flooding, from a nearby abandoned 
shaft, the government had held out 
hope that a few miners might be 
clinging to life in alrpockets. 

“There are no such pockets,” 
Chari said. 

The wife of one of the trapped 
miners who set fire to her sari in 
an apparent suicide attempt at the 
pithead died in a hospital on Mon- 
day. 

The woman's death has not been 
made public. Asked why, a police 
Official said, “this is a sensitive 
subject here. Nobody talks of death. 
We have to keep repeating to these 
people that the (trapped) men are 
ative and will be brought up any 
day now.”

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More taxes 
and less: 
snooping

THERE ARE some good days in 
the Knesset when members get 
excited about matters having 
nothing to do with the PLO. But 
the to-do the other day when it 
was revealed that the Treasury 
intends to question 10,000 citizens 
about their travel habits, was 

rather odd. 
Shmuel Tamir (Likud) was the 
first MK to rebel against the 
"s intentions. He and 
others claimed that Internal 
Revenue has no right to sncop on 
the citizens and violate their 


vacy. 

Not long ago the same speakers 
attacked the government for 
what wes lmown as the “Sapir 
system,"' under which gifts and 
benefits were given to those who 
did ngt deserve them, and which 
created a black market in which 
1L15,000m, of black money waa 
able to circulate. Yet now, when 
the government reacts to 
crificiam by appointing a 
courageous Tax Commissioner, 
who tries to close the loopholes of 
the past, the same people attack 
and condemn him, 


THE NEW TAX colecting 
system ia less prying than in the 
past. Formerly, the tax collector 
could demand any details he like 
ed from everybody. Now the 
authorities will accept tax 
declarations at their face value 
and only a small sample will be 
investigated in depth. Unlike {n 
the past, the tax collector will not 
be able to query the declarations 
of those not picked out for samp)- 
ing. Therefore less prying is In- 
volved than we were accustomed 
to before, 

It is true that people being 
sampled will have to devote more 
time and money to fill out their 
forms, but it wil] be nothing com- 
pared with the past system when 
tax-payers spent days and weeks 
in negotiations with the 
authorities. Furthermore, those 
who are honest about their in- 
come have to fear and 
can fil) out the forms without dif- 
ficulty. Only those who try to 
evade taxation will have to go to 
the trouble of cooking their books 
to hide undeclared income. 

Why therefore do those who 
fought for cleansing our system 
of corruption, as Tamir did in the 
past, today fight to prevent the 
tax authorities from rooting out’ 
the corruption? 


ILDC’s profit 
Soars to IL7.5m. 


“The operational profit of the Israel: 
Land Development Co. for the fiscal

Mozart trio 
a cruel 
disappointment 


THERE SEEMS to be no mit te our 
public's love of Mozart. This was 
again evident at a concert by the Tel- 
Aviv Quartet, which was graced by 
the participation of our old friend, 
clarinetist Yona Hitlinger. The occa- 
sion brought huge crowds to the Tel- 
Aviv Museum, undoubtedly in an- 
ticipation of a special treat. 
(December 19}. But the concert did 
not work out entirely to everyone's 
satisfaction. In fact, the first Item, 
the E-flat Major Trio for clarinet, 
viola and piano — with Pnina Salz- 
man at the keyboard, Yona Ettlinger 
and violist Benyamini — was a cruel 
disappointment. 

Miss Salzman seemed to fimction 
pp ails be ‘Whet ane gave us was 

com! some kind of 
background music, which not only 
did grave injustice to the piano part, 
but upset the whole balance. Under 
these circumstances one could hard- 
ly expect her partners to he very 
much inspired. Ettlinger came 
across as rather tepid, with only 
Benyamini providing anything of in- 
terest. 

The situation changed con- 
alderably with the performance of 
the Ὁ Major, K. 575 Quartet by the 
Tel-Aviv Quartet. The Ensemble 
brought all its highly professional 
approach, technical perfection and 
analytical mind into the perfor. 
mance, But there was little, if any 
freshness, and no warmhearted in- 
volvement. A more direct and leas 
stylized approach would have 
enhanced the performance. 

‘The last item was, of course, the 
inevitable clarinet quintet, K. 581. 
Ettlinger’s style seemed slightly 
more restrained than usual, 
emphasizing technical perfection 
and tonal beauty more then musical 
content.

NEW TAX IN ISRAEL 


Value Added Tax (VAT) has been introduced in most countries of 
Western Europe and many of the world’s developing countries. VAT 
is now to be introduced in Israel as part of the tax reform. 

This is a new type of indirect, general tax, moderate and fair in’ 
application. It is intended that it should gradually replace many of 


and other taxes. 


The successful introduction of the new tax, without avoidable 
difficulties, depends on both adequate preparation, and on the public 
becoming familiar with its principles. 

The Customs and Excise Department has heen charged with the 
operation of VAT, under the direction of the State Revenue Adminis- 
tration. We at the Customs and Excise Department regard it neces- 
sary to provide information on how the tax works, and on the 


introduction. 


A knowledge of the way in which the tax is applied, the calculation 
procedures, and methods of reporting and making payments — all of 
which are simple — will assist those liable to the tax in fulfilling 
their obligations under the law. They will also be helped to use 
the advantages available under the VAT system for promoting 
their business dealings.

In another system, sales tax is applied 
to the final les stage only.

THE END OF 1975 finds the Mid- 
dle East as upredictable an area 
ΔΒ ever, even to the most season- 
ed of observers. Years of discord 
have led only to further uncer- 
tainty. The newest question- 
mark on the agenda for 1976 15 
the ὍΝ Security Council 
meeting on January 12, at which 
representatives of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization will at- 
tend as full-fledged participants. 
Here at home, the economic 
crisis has almost overshadowed 
the long-simmering political 
question which, contrary to ex- 
pectations, was neither suspend- 
ed nor frozen by the interim 
Sinai accord signed by Israel 
and Egypt last September. 
Indeed, the issue has taken on in- 
ternational dimensions with the 
almost universal recognition of 
the PLO as the spokesman of the 
Palestinians. The United 


> Nations has taken the stand that 


the Palestinians’ claims are of a 
political nature rather than of 
the humanitarian character 
presented in Resolution 242 of 
1967, which has up to now 
governed the dialogue between 
Israel] and her neighbours. 

The one consolation that 
Israelis can feel about the outgo- 
ing year is that despite the tough, 
political challenges it presented 


(and which are likely to 
reverberate throughout the com- 


ing year), 1975 was not entirely a. 


bed of roses for the Arabs. 


THE VICIOUS sectarian war 
that has been raging in the 
‘Lebanon during the past nine 
months has thrown into relief a 
number of inter-Arab conflicts 
which have fissured the un- 
precedented unity achieved by 
the Arabs at the outbreak of the 
Yom Kippur War in October 
1973. 

Much of the inter-Arab strife 
may be attributed to the vacuum 
created by the assassination of 
Saydi Arabia's King Faisal on 
March 25, 1975. Faisal had been 
one of the central pillars of the 
Arab world, by virtue both of his 
religious fervour and his 
petrobillion wealth. With his dis- 
appearance from the scene, 
long-smouldering disputes 
flared up in several Arab camps. 


Locked in Strife 


The conflicts were most acute 
in liberal Lebanon where the 
various Arab ideologies had 
previously found free forums to 
preach their different teachings. 
After Faisal's death hostilities 
mounted, at the expense of 
Lebanese integrity. The 
Christians there soon found 
themselves locked in strife with 
the major defying party, the 
PLO. In turn, the PLO 
spearheaded an alliance 
between leftists and Moslems in 
an attack aimed at undermining 
the 30 years of Christian 
dominance in Lebanon, under 
the guise of reforming the 
political system. Under the 
pressure of anti-establishment 
offensives which threaten 
Lebanon’s very existence, the 
Christians appear to be ac- 
quiescing in ‘‘moderate. 
reforms.’’ The question today is 
what should come first: a 
ceasefire or reforms. 

Together with the strife in 
Lebanon, there are conflicts in 
other Arab areas. Leftist 
Southern Yemen and the 
neighbouring Sultanate of Oman 
both vow to topple each other's
